Letter, of March 4th

with our friends here is tho "VVemens1 


Whisky War." 
Now to us m Illinois, an 


explanation of the laws of Ohio is necessa 
ry to fully understand why there should be 
such an all-prevailing interest m this great 
war of 1874. The statutes of Ohio say that 
"no, intojicating liquors shall be sold, to be 
drank on tbe premises where sold," and 
thfc" die courtB fcaye' decided that lager 
beer and native wines are not mtoxioat 
^ng. As I can't speak trom experience, 
I'll not say wherein they thus d ffor from 
ours in Illinois. Under this strict prohibi- 
tory law1, any" man who will take the 
chances of an indictment, and who can 
buy ten dollars worth of goods to fill up 
bis shelves with, can open a "grocery," 
and therein sell beer and wine, and of 
course all of them a jug of whisky. But it 
has so far seemed impossible to convict 
anyone, as thosn Buckeye memories ere 
terribly short—seem to be cut off at one 
enfl—and seldom can a man be found who 
is able to testify that he has drank intoxi- 
cating liquors at any time or at any par
